' ' Police refused to give out any details regarding the gun-battle. 


The dead man was well dressed and in one pocket it is said had a roll 
of currency and a number of Liberty bonds. No marks of identity 
could be found. 


Joe Willis, not identified, was arrested late this afternoon but

The gun baftle started between the bandits and Officers Dick 


Watkins and Sergeant John Goebel, who immediately sent in a riot 
call and Chief Roush himself, with Sergt Eberle together with Detec- 
tives Crisenberry and Kipker, responded taking up the chase.

States with the passage of the Young emerg- 
ency tariff bill- 
Under the guise and name of 


protection it erects a veritable Chinese wall 
and offers a prolific source of alarm to the in- 
dustrial interests of the United States. 


National isolation becomes more pointo'l 


with the enactment of this measure. If we 
succeed in proving to various nations with 
whom we desired to trade that there is some- 
thing besides a selfish motive in this measure, 
it is going to be u big task. And then there is 
the danger of immediate reprisals. 
This ten- 


dency has been felt for some time, in fact. 


For instance, there is the decrease in our 


foreign trade figures for the last few months, 
which indicates that some other nations are 
leaving us out of their considerations. It is 
doubtful if the policy of building a high pro- 
tective wall will reopen factories in America, 
from whose stacks columns of'smoke haven't 
curled upward for many months. It isn't go- 
ing to provide work for thousands upon thous- 
ands of the army of the unemployed. 


And it isn't going to cement our friend- 


ship \\ith other nations. Quite to the con- 
trary, it will be found that the Young emerg- 
ency tariff measure will exclude us from nec- 
essary foreign markets. It will prove a prohib- 
itive act against countries whose business wo 
seek and require in order to keep the wheels 
moving and men at work. 


That this will be the inevitable result is 


the consensus of opinion of men %\ho are in po- 
sition 1o know what such measures really do, 
instead of -what they are expected to do by 
those who fondly stand in the position of wet 
inir&es to them.

campaign for this relief is now under way and 
it should not fail; it will not Jail. When Amer- 
ica is stirred by the needs of others, response 
is quick. In the case of Ireland there is no 
question but that aid is necessary. That is the 
reason why, on all occasions when the oppor- 
tunity is afforded, Americans hearken to the 
cry of the distressed across the sea.

the uniform of conquerors. It was the same 
way when the invading Germans were occti- 
.pying parts of France. 


But then there has always been a connec- 


tion between love aud war. There is a spec- 
ial connection between love and anything that 
creates 
or contributes to romance. 
War is 


such a contributor. Wherever troops are lo- 
cated, love-making is going on. This is not 
only because the young men are of marrying 
age, but because there is about them a glam- 
our of bravery and chivalry which makes them 
peculiarly attractive to the fair sex. 


The Germans do not like the marriages 


between French soldiers and the German girls. 
Some protests of an official nature have been 
sent to the French authorities from Germany, 
the Germans complaining that the Treaty of 
Versailles is violated in allowing these mar- 
riages. The Germans try to make it unpleas- 
ant for the German bride of a French soldier. 
A notice is posted that a German girl has 
"married an enemy" and the girl's parents are 
held personally responsible—a sort of a re- 
quest that they be socially ostracised. 


And the French, seeing that the Germans 


do not like it, lay no barrier to the Poilus tak- 
ing German maidens to wife. They feel too 
that such match-making serves well as propa- 
ganda for French culture.
